Probationers 
Is Ruled 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Pro- 


bationers facing jail terms have 
the right to a lawyer's help and 
if they can't afford a lawyor (ho 
state must supply one, the Su- 
preme Court ruled today. 


With a unanimous decision, 


the 
Court applied the 
Sixth 


Amendment right to counsel to 
state probation revocation hear- 
ings. 


In earlier years the court had 


applied the right to most stages 
of the criminal process, Includ- 
ing police station questioning 
and trials themselves. 


The ruling was given by Jus- 


tice Thurgood Marshall, Ills first 
written opinion since joining the 
court. 


In It Marshall traced signifi- 


cant high court decisions Involv- 
ing the right to counsel since 
1948. 
He explained 
why 
the 


court was now going one- step 
further, using the Washington 
state 
probation 
revocation 


procedure as its springboard. 


Obviously, he said, a lawyer's 


help is necessary to marshal 
facts, introduce evidence and, In 
general help the defendant to 
present the case. 


However, he said even morn 


important is the fact that cer- 
tain legal rights may be lost if 
they are not exercised at these 
hearings. 


For Instance, he said, under 


Washington law an appeal can 
be made in a case Involving :» 
plea of guilty followed by proba- 
tion only after sentence Is im- 
posed. 


Therefore, he said, if a lawyer 


Is not present when probation is 
revoked, 
the 
right 
to appeal 


might well be lost. 


He applied similar reasoning 


to the possibility of losing the 
right to withdraw a guilty plea 
if a lawyer Is not on hand aid 
concluded: "We do not question 
the authority 
of the state of 


Washington to provide for a de- 
ferred 
sentencing 
proceduic

FORT SMITH, Ark. (A.P) — 


Arkansas will have some 70,000 
students 
in 
state 
supported 


schools by 1980, and "about 
half of these will be enrolled 
at either the University of Ar- 
kansas or Little Rock Univer- 
sity," according to a UA of- 
ficial. 


That means a merger of the 


two schools is an "immediate 
necessity" if the state plans to 
control development of its pro- 
gram of higher education, Carl 
Whillock told a civic club here 
Friday, 


Whillock, assistant to Dr. Da- 


vid Mullins, the UA president, 


said the UA would assume full 
control of the LRU campus, in- 
cluding 83 acres of land and 10 
buildings worth a total of about 
$9 million. No part of the Fay- 
etteville 
campus 
would 
be 


moved to Little Rock, he said. 


Whillock 
said 
the merger 


would include four of the six 
Little Rock branches of the UA, 
but that the school's medical 
center and its agricultural fa- 
cilities in Little Rock would re- 
main separate. 


He estimated the cost of the 


merger at between $2 million 
and $2.5 million. 


"Since we don't expect to get 


this money from the state, we 
plan to keep fees at LRU as 
they are now ($650 a year) for 
the first year of th merger, and 
then lower the fee $200 per year 
for the next two years," Whil- 
lock said.

Antlpoverty Program 
Supporters to Fight 
for Full $2 Billion

WASHINGTON (AP) - House 


supporters of the administra- 
tion's antipoverty program plan 
to fight for the full $2,06 billion 
requested instead of seeking a. 
compromise to head off ft deep 
cut proposed by Republicans, 


A GOP amendment to slash 


the program by $660 million is 
slated for action today as the 
House resumes consideration of 
the controversial legislation. 


A plan by some Democrats 


who back the bill to agree to a 
lesser cut in hopes of defeating 
the Republican move was aban* 
doned after a series of weekend 
strategy huddles and after Pres- 
ident Johnson's fighting denun- 
ciation 
of "standpatters and 


nay-sayers." 


In a New York speech Thurs- 


day night, Johnson blasted the 
"old coalition" he said has al- 
ways opposed reform and is 
now using the Vietnam war as 
an excuse to oppose his domes- 
tic program. 


The decision to stand by the 


administration request was tak- 
en even though the Republican 
bid to cut the total spending to 
$1.4 billion is likely to succeed. 
The economy-minded House has 
already indicated in an earlier 
vote it thinks the Office of Eco- 
nomic 
Opportunity 
can 
get 


along with as little as $1.2 bil- 
lion. 


The reason House Democrats 


can view such a potential defeat 
calmly is that the Senate has al- 
ready passed a bill authorizing 
$2.2 
billion 
and an eventual 


compromise 
bill could go as 


high as $1.8 billion no matter 
what the House decides. 


The 
money 
amendment is 


only the opening of the Republi- 
can fight to rewrite the antipov- 
erty bill. The GOP has several 
dozen other proposals ready to 
go and final action on the bill Is 
not expected until midweek. 


Rep. Charles E. Goodell, R-

created a program that would

The GOP bill would end some 


programs, put others under dif*

try in job trfltnlngi 


Democratic strategists feel 


confident they can defeat most* 
if not all, of the GOP amend- 
ments. 


The House bill also would re« 


quire Community Action agen*. 
cles to be units of a state or lo« 
cal government, Of the 1,050 
such agencies now in operation, 
80 per cent are private, non- 
profit organizations* 


Supporters of the amendment 


hope it will end the kind of com- 
plaints— aired at a Senate hear- 
ing into last summer's riots- 
that allege fl link between civic 
agitation and antipoverty work- 
ers connected with private or- 
ganizations.

If you happen to have a file 


of Hope Stars of about 1938 or 
1939 you will probably find this 
same page as it looked in letter- 
press. The Star bought its first 
camera, a pro-anniversary 4x5 
Spec-d Graphic, In the Spring of 
193G, and used It to produce the 
193G Arkansas Centennial Edi- 
tion of June 26, 1936. 


We started off with only a 


camera, our

prints being processed by Shipley 
Studio. In 1937 we installed our 
own darkroom, and in 1938added 
an enlarger. 


Tho Foley Pottery picture lay- 


out was our very first picture 
page feature. But we were

million miles away from today's 
newspaper plant.

Mr. Johnson 
Must Have 
Been Baffled 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
It was 


President 
Johnson 
who must 


have felt baffled. 


But he was in the wrong place 


to do anything about it, sitting 
in the very pew George Wash- 
ington used 
in 
an Episcopal 


church in Williamsburg, Va. He 
could not very well get up and 
walk out. And he couldn't very 
well answer back. 


All he could do was sit and lis- 


ten. But when it was over he left 
at once without a smile. 


He had just finished a 5,100- 


mile 
Veterans 
Day weekend 


trip, stopping at military camps 
from coast to coast, appealing 
to North Vietnam to talk peace 
and hitting at the critics of the 
war and the way he is handling 
it. 


He is probably more sensitive 


to criticism than any president. 
With growing intensity he and 
his 
administration have been 


striking at the critics. This trip, 
most of it spent congratulating 
servicemen on their valor, was 
a platform. 


"Vietnam 
is 
no academic 


question," he said at Ft. Ben- 
ning, Ga. "It is not a topic for 
cocktail parties, 
office argu- 


ments, or debate from the com- 
fort of distant sidelines." 


It probably never occurred to 


him that at the very end of his 
journey he would be hit with 
criticism in a church while he 
was sitting there and by a cler- 
gyman 
who apparently either 


hadn't kept up with what John- 
son had said, or had ignored it. 


The President finished his trip 


Saturday night at Williamsburg 
and Sunday morning took 
his 


family 
to 
the Bruton Parish 


Episcopal 
Church 
where 
the 


pastor, the Rev. Dr. Cotesworth 
Pinckney Lewis, was ready and 
waiting. 


A parish spokesman explained 


later that while Dr. Lewis had 
prepared one sermon for Sun- 
day's services, he put another 
one 
together 
when 
he heard 


Johnson would be present. 


Since Johnson has been ac- 


cused by his critics of not level- 
ing with the American people on 
the war in Vietnam, of creating 
a "credibility gap," 
it is easy to 


imagine his reaction when the 
minister got started. 


Dr. Lewis said, "There is a 


rather general consensus that 
something is wrong in Vietnam 


. (and) we wonder 
if some 


logical, 
straightforward 
expla- 


nation might be given without 
endangering whatever 
rnilitaiy 


or 
political 
advantages 
we 


hold. . .
